of business using power-driven wood- 
working machinery which is engaged 
in interstate commerce either as pro- 
ducer, manufacturer or dealer. Since 
it would be difficult to find an es- 
tablishment, no matter what its nature, 
in which there is not at least one pow- 
er-driven saw, this order is of interest 
to industry generally. The very dis- 
persion of cases where the new reg- 
ulation applies is so great that it is 
impractical for the Department of La- 
bor to send individual notifications to 
all concerned. “Wood-Working Ma- 
chinery” is glad to do its bit in calling 
the attention of its readers to this reg- 
ulation, effective August 1, 1941, 


The new order declares that certain 
specified occupations in connection 
with the operation of power-driven 
woodworking machines are particularly 
hazardous for minors between 16 and 
18 years of age and detrimental to 
their health and well-being. The effect 
of this order is to raise the minimum 
age for employment in such occupa= 
tions from 16 to 18 years of age in any 
establishment subject to the child-labor 
provisions of the Federal Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938. The following 
are the specified occupations: 


(1) Operation of power-driven wood- 
working machines, including 
helping the operator. 

(2) Setting up, adjusting, repairing, 
oiling or cleaning power-driven 
wood-working machines. 

(8) In connection with circular saws 


The term “power-driven woodwork- 
ing machines” is defined in the order 
as all fixed or portable machines or 
tools driven by power and intended for 
cutting, shaping, forming, surfacing, 
nailing, stapling, wire stitching, fast- 
ening or otherwise assembling, press- 
ing or printing wood or veneer. While 
the order applies to off-bearing from 
circular saws and guillotine action ve- 
neer clippers if done directly from a 
saw table or the point of operation, the 
Bureau states that the order is not in- 
tended to cover workers engaged in 
removing material or refuse from these 
machines, if such material has been re- 
moved from these danger points by 
mechanical means or gravity chute. Nor 
does it apply to workers engaged in 
moving materials from one machine 
to another or from one part of the 
plant to another by hand or by truck, 
nor to workers arranging, sorting, ty- 
ing or loading materials—provided that 
these operations do not involve the re- 
moval of material or refuse directly 
from a saw table or point of operation. 

To avoid inadvertent non-compliance 
it is advisable to obtain at once a copy: 
of this new regulation from the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau in Washington. Mean- 
while, since the regulation is now in 
effect, one should check the age status 
of all employees in any way connected 
with the operation of power-driven 
woodworking equipment. The govern- 
ment suggests that all employers pro- 
tect themselves by securing and keep= 
ing on file certificates of age.
